FRANKFURT, Germany, March 
4—(AP)—Eight angry Russian sol­ 
diers ran down the Red flag over 
the Russian repatriation mission 
headquarters today and roared off 
to the Soviet zone oi Oermany In 
a motor convoy. 
The Russians left the building 
in which they had been blockaded 
for two days by American police 
One Russian truck driver spat at an 
American girl bystander as he left 
the mission grouuds. 
The siege finally forced Russian 
headquarters in Berlin to order 
the mission to comply with Amer­ 
ican orders to leave the U. S. occu­ 
pation zone. 
But Russian authorities struck 
back quickly. They ordered U. 9. 
graves registration men to leave 
the Soviet zone at once. 
The eight men had been sealed 
in their quarters for two days by 
a "little blockade" Imposed by the 
U. S, army after they failed to heed 
an order from Gen. Lucius D. Clay 
to leave the 
American 
zone by 
March 1. Clay said they had no 
reason to remain as the return of 
displaced persons to Russia had 
dwindled to almost nothing. 
Protest Ignored 
The Russians protested that the 
order to leave was a violation of 
the Yalta and Teheran agreements 
but their protest was rejected by 
the U. S. State department. 
The trucks which were in the 
Russian convoy were crammed with 
worn-out spare tires, battered gas­ 
oline drums and trunks. 
After they left, reporters found 
the mission building in a state of 
utter disorder. 
Overloaded ash­ 
trays had spilled onto tables and 
floors- 
Several chess boards had 
been 
overturned, 
scattering 
the 
figures about the floor. 
An upturned Vodka bottle hold­ 
ing a candle waa found in the en­ 
listed men’s mesa. The U. S army 
had cut off gas. electricity and wa­ 
ter from the building at the be­ 
ginning of the blockade. 
Communist literature was stack­ 
ed high on bookshelves in the spac­ 
ious lobby. The Russians also left 
behind a number of books Paint­ 
ings of famous Red army marshals 
of World War 2 decorate the walls 
Incongruous In the cold war be­ 
tween East and West was the con­ 
ference room where the standards 
of the four wartime allies—Britain.

Defense Blocks Which May 
Replace UN For Security

LONDON, March 4—(UP) — The 
western democracies are working 
out a series of 
regional 
dCTense 
blocs which may replace the United 
Nations as guardian of their se­ 
curity. 
11 and when all the blocs are com­ 
pleted they would cover every m a­ 
jor region of the world except Sov­ 
iet Russia, her satellites and China, 
The Russians call the western 
plan '•capitalistic encirclement’—the 
atomic age version of the old "Cor­ 
don &anitaire.” 
The west, however, insists the 
plan is a system of defense for self 
preservation. Western powers con­ 
sider it a warning to any potential 
agressor that he will meet organ­ 
ized resistance if he starts some­ 
thing. 
The wdk, insists that arrange­ 
ments for regional defense are nec­ 
essary because Russia has converted 
the United Nations into a "brawl­ 
ing cockpit.” 
One regional pact already exists. 
I t has been signed, sealed and is in 
effect. This is the pact of Rio De 
Janeiro for defense of the Western 
Hemisphere. It was drafted at Pet- 
ropoUs, Brazil 
in the summer of 
1947. It was ratified by the necessary 
two thirds of the states last year. 
Another regional pact, the North 
Atlantic pact, is nearly rerdy. 
Bv 
summer it should be a reality. 
It 
will like the United States and Can­ 
ada with the Brussels pact countries 
—Britain. France. Belgium, Holl­ 
and and Luxembourg. 
The Brussels pact also exists. It 
binds the five Western Union coun­ 
tries of Europe into a strong mili­ 
tary alliance. 
Now there is more and more dis­ 
cussion by officials cf the need for 
perhaps two or three more pacts: 
(1) A Mediterranean pact; (2) A 
Pacific pact; and (3) A Southeast 
Asian pact. 
Each of these pacts, except the 
Rio treaty, is aimed 
directly 
at 
"containment" of Communism. And 
even 
the 
Western 
Hemisphere 
treaty, 
although 
conceived 
when 
Naxism rather than 
Communism 
was the great threat, is now thought 


of as a defense against the major 
potential enemy of the west—Com­ 
munism. 
, 
Britain’s wartime premier, Win­ 
ston Churchill, virtually 
sounded 
the death kneli of the United Na­ 
tions this week in Brussels where 
he was speaking .for a Federated 
Europe. 
He described the UN as a greater 
failure then the old League of Na­ 
tions and admitted th at the west 
no longer could look to it for se­ 
curity. 
Once the Atlantic pact is signed, 
all emphasis then is expected to 
turn to the Mediterranean. 
A feature of the pact system now 
developing is that each one has a 
link with the other. For example: 
1. The United States is a member 
of tile Rio pact. 
2. The United States also will br 
a member of the Atlantic pact, thus 
indirectly Unking all Latin Amer­ 
ica with Europe. 
3. Britain indirectly links aU of 
the commonwealth with both the 
Atlantic and Brussels pacts. In ad­ 
dition, Canada is to be a prominent 
member of the Atlantic pact. 
4. A Mediterranean pact probably 
would Include France, which there­ 
by would Unk all the Mediterranean 
member countries indirectly eU the 
way back to Latin America.

COLUMBUS, March 4—(INS» — 
Ohioans are participating in a par- 
idox today of receiving peak aver- 
1 age salaries and, at the same time, 
making record payments per person 
I for poor relief. 
The average salaries were report­ 
ed by the Ohio bureau of unem­ 
ployment compensation to be twice 
as much as in 1939 and probably 
the highest in the state’s history. 
John Mein, head of the statistics 
j division of the welfare department, 
j reported that relief payments per 
person also have doubled In the 
f ter-year period. 
Despite these unusual parralels in 
economy, Prof. James C. Yocum 
and Dr. Sam Arnold, both in the 
Ohio Cvate university bureau of re­ 
search. were inclined to discredit 
state and national fears of depres­ 
sion. 
Steer Clear of Predictions 
However both eccromists steered 
clear of anything in the vicinity of 
what might be termed a prediction. 
Prof. Yocum theorized Gtiio “might 
be nearing the end of the inflation 
period, the beginning of a depres­ 
sion or the lull before an even great­ 
er inflation.” 
The professor offered statistics to 
support the claim of a high wage 
«r'le which compares to the high 
prices on merchandise. He said that 
a "cut back on 
wages or 
prices 
would probably not go below 50 per­ 
cent of the present standards but a 
gradual 25 percent reduction might 
be good.” 
He was* quick to add, however, 
"we Just can’t tell." 
Statistics on salaries were avail­ 
able only to 1947 tu t were fctelieved

Payments of relief were paid to 
about 23,000 Ohioans each month 
in 1948, Although this figure was 
nearly twice as high as the years 
between 1943 and last year, it was 
a tremendous drop from a monthly 
average of between 94.000 and 120.- 
000 on relief in 1939. 
W If are Director John H. Lam- 
neck said the 1949 appropriation 
would probably exceed the 1948 to­ 
tal of $12,842.000. 
The peak figure was $20,424 000 
for 1939 This was reduced to $4.- 
414,000 in 1943 and jumped back to 
t6.808.GO8 near the end of the war 
era in 1946.

Weeding Out Process 


In Industries

COLUM BUS, March 4 — (IN S) — 
The Increased 
unemployment 
of 
worhers in Ohio was termed today 
a "possible weeding out of ineffi­ 
ciency." 
James C. Yocum, associate pro­ 
fessor of the bureau of business re* 
search, Ohio State university, said 
all the recently 
reported 
layoffs 
were probably not caused by the 
•‘weeding out" process. 
However, he said the indications 
from business were that efficiency 
ih production was one of the most 
sought after goals. 
Although unemployment records 
showed a greater number of Jobless 
persons than in past years, business 
research supported claims of con­ 
tinued 
production on a 
40-hour 
week basis. 
Dr. Sam Arnold, also an associate 
professor in the university bureau, 
produced figures to show that the 
number of factories in Ohio have 
increased from 8,600 in 1939 to 10,- 
800 in the last count of 1947. 
Dr. Arnold pointed out that these 
figures do not include branch plants 
or Joint factories but that plants 
uhder one name are counted as one 
unit. 


Shows Decrease 


University fip.ures showed a slight 
decrease in Ohio employes in 1948. 
There were 2,159,690 employes cov­ 
ered by the unemployment compen­ 
sation law in 1948 and were 2,223,- 
363 In 1947, the peak employment 
period since 1939. 
The upward trend of employment 
began with 
1,466,357 In the 
last 
month of 1939 and rose to 2,097,847 
In August of 1943. 
Near the end of the war-era in 
December, 1945, employment drop­ 
ped to » low of 1,836,232. Industry 
had 2,148,747 workers In 1946. 
The 1943 low accounts for the 
number of men in the armed forces 
during the national emergency and 
the return of 
retired workers to 
normal lives. At the same time, the 
1947 figure Indicates the numl.T of 
veterans returning to Jobs in the 
state. 
The employment trend in man­ 
ufacturing plants in the state fol­ 
low about the same pattern set up 
ia the total employment figures. 
In December, 1939, Ohio manu­ 
facturers were employing 
798,503 
persons but, by August, 1943, had a 
record high of 1,383,626 persons on 
their payrolls. 
R ecords* of Industry in December, 
1945, showed employment of 1,051,- 
862 persons on factory rosters. This 
decrease was wiped out in Decem­ 
ber. 1916. when employment jumped

March 21, 
The commission is the U. N. body- 
created to protect the rights of wo­ 
men all over the world. Its members

Australia, 
China,

R ica, 
Denmark, 
France, 
Greece, 
Haiti, India, Mexico, Syria, Turkey, 
United 
Kingdom. 
Ü.S.S.R ., 
the 
United States and Venezuela. 
Its delegates have power only to 
debate and pass resolutions. But 
anyone who doubts the power of 
women’s talk should study the com­ 
mision’s history. 
In 1946 the commission fostered 
a 
resolution 
recommending 
all 
United Nations countries give wo­ 
men equal political rights with men. 
It was approved by the Oeneral As­ 
sembly. 
Eight countries since have given 
women suffrage. They aie Argen­ 
tina, Belgium, Burma, India, Japan, 
Korea. Philippines and Venezuela. 
Draft Amendments 
Four other countries. Chile. Col­ 
umbia, Costa R ica and Peru—are 
drafting constitutional amendments 
for woman suffrage. 
Getting equal pay promises to be 
a much stiffer battle. It touches 
not only government, but thousands 
of Industries and millions of pay 
checks. In many places opposition 
to it crystal!zed as hard as flint. 
In others, economic complication; 
Jeopardize its chances. The fight 
against it goes on underground 
behind closed doors and, sometimes, 
behind a bland front which osten­ 
sibly favors equal pay. 
The commission on the status of 
women laid the groundwork for the 
battle at Its session in January. 
1948, by adopting a resolution whicn 
backed the principle of equal pay 
and called on U N members to en­ 
courage it especially In civil service. 
No* the commission has reports 
from 20 countries which wtu be 
studied at the coming session. Bol­ 
ivia, Burma, Czechoslovakia, Guat­ 
emala, Lebanon, Mexico, Panama, 
France and Poland reported equal 
pay for worn« n for equal work in 
virtually all fields. Most say that 
the principle Is written into their 
constitutions. 
The United States, Greece, Pak­ 
istan, the Netherlands and Norway 


reported equal pay in many quar­ 
ters—generally the civil service— 
but not a universal adoption of the 
principle. 
Here is the gist of Uncle Sam’s 
comment: Women receive equal pay 
in the federal civil service and In 
about half of the state civil serv­ 
ices.

nation's most eminent oil geologist 
and the first in the world to apply 
the science of geophysics to the oil 
field. 
Through his devotion 
to geo­ 
physics (he is oft?n called the fa­ 
ther of this relatively new science). 
Degolyer has revolutiotrized the oil 
business in the last thirty years 
and taken much of the guesswork 
and gamble out of it. 
No Sure Shots 
To the wildcatter's despair, no 
one has yet invented an infallible 
want to detect sure-shot gushers 
under the earth’s surface. But De- 
golyer’s scientific methods will go 
nicely till the wand comes along. 
His innumerable clients, 
asso­ 
ciates and Imitators have billions 
in the till to prove that Degolyer’s 
geophylcs do pay off. He himself 
is a millionaire many times over, 
and not solely through luck. And. 
as a recipient of the John Frit? 
medal, he is in notable if astral 
association 
with 
such 
departed 
scientists as Edison, Marconi, Or­ 
ville Wright and George Westing- 
house. 
Nonetheless, he sat in his big of­ 
fice in downtown Dallas and ami­ 
cably maintained that hose shoes 
have science toat a mile in the 
oil business He insisted: 
“If you have enough luck, you 
don't need skill but you never have 
enough skill not to need luck." 
As proof of this theory, he points 
to his work as junior geologist with 
the Mexican Eagle Gil Co. While 
he was still a student at the Un­ 
iversity of Oklahoma, Degolyer su­ 
pervised 
the drilling of 
Potrero 
Del Llano No. 4, the largest oil well 
in captivity, which »has produced 
more than 130,000,000 barrels. 
"Sheer luck,” he Insists. That 
also goes for his peerless reputation 
as a crap shooter, from which field 
he retired as undetected champ— 
I'm told— five years ago, 
Degolyer began to collect books 
simultaneously with oil wells. To­ 
day. his Dallas home houses one 
of the most famous libraries in the 
World, devoted to books on the Span­ 
ish southwest. His 7.000 rare vol­ 
umes deal principally with Mexico. 
New Mexico and Arizona. with ex­ 
cursions into Texas and California 
Includes Books 
The oollection, open to students 
and scholars, includes many books 
printed in Mexico a hundred years 
before the first printing press was 
established in the United States 
Prcbabiy the rarest book in the 
collection is "Historia Ce Nruvo 
Mexico,'' printed* in 1610. Degolyer 
IHieves this to be the earliest print­ 
ed work of any of the 48 states. 
Degolyer. who weirs his wit and 
erudition as jauntily as 
he did a 
natty brown flannel suit with white 
chalk stripes when I talked with 
him, says one of his other extremely 
rare items is "The Life of Blllv the 
K id " bv Pat Garrett; the frontier 
sheriff who eventually pumped The 
Kid full of lethal lead. 
To his frme as scientist and col­ 
lector, Degolyer has more recently 
added laurels as a bona lice angel. 
He owns the controlling interest in 
America's foremost literary weekly, 
"The Saturday Review of Ut?rarue." 
A devoted reader of the review

U. S. Pressing to Stabilise 
Occupied Country ; Pol­ 
icy Ch anges Noted 


WASHINGTON, March *-<AP) 
—Th e United States Is pressing h ard 
to speed recovery and stability In 
Japan. 
Fresh evidence of th is was seen 
today In th e disclosure of two of­ 
ficials orders to Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arth ur to (a) relax th e purge of 
wartime military and government 
leaders, and (b) 
study way s to 
strength en th e Japanese police. 
Th e orders to th e occupation com­ 
mander, Issued,in recent weeks by 
th e Joint ch iefs of staff, came to 
ligh t after being submitted th th e 
11-nation Far Eastern commission. 
Diplomatic auth orities indicated 
' th at th ese, along with a series of 
earlier measures, represent a sh ift 
in American policy from reform to­ 
ward recovery wh ich h as taken 
sh ape since George F. Kennan, top 
department policy planner, return­ 
ed from a survey trip to Japan a 
y ear ago. 
Th e sh ift probably Is based on 
recommendations made by Kennan 
and MacArth ur as ch ances for 
agreement with Russia on terms of 
a Japanese peace treaty came to be 
virtually written off. 
Go Over MacArth ur 
Some policy ch anges apparently 
h ave been ordered 
over 
MacAr­ 
th ur’» objections. He h as been con­ 
sulted all along but informants said 
h e h as been overruled by Wash ing­ 
ton more often In recent month s 
th an In th e earlier stages of th e oc­ 
cupation. 
One of th e new directives, aim­ 
ed at curbing Communism, calls for 
a restudy of existing policy , to give 
Japanese police more power to cope 
with disorders.

Meat prices continued edging up­ 
ward th is week in 
many 
ch ain 
stores wh ose competitive quotations 
are a sensitive barometer of retail 
trends across th e country . 
Sirloin steak, for example, was 
up 2 to 4 cents a pound in several 
key cities following last week’s ad­ 
vances of 4 to 10 oents. Pork loin 
roasts were up 2 to g cents. Even 
lamb, wh ich remained compara­ 
tively h igh wh en beef and pork 
dropped sh arply last month , was up 
a few cents a pound from last week. 
One notable exception to th e gen­ 
eral rule was Boston, wh ere sirloin 
wh ich sold at around 75 cents a 
pound last week was 6 9 cents y es­ 
terday , and pork roasts declined 10 
cents to about 55 cents a pound. 
Trend Leveling 
Meat buy ers said 
th e 
upward 
trend was believed to’ be levelling 
off. Th e supply -demand position of 
meat is more normal th is y ear th an 
at any time since th e early war 
y ears, th ey said, and th is means 
oonsumptlon—and prices— can be 
expected to ease off somewh at now 
th at th e Lenten season h as begun. 
Lenten foods 
th emselves 
are 
more abundant th an th ey ’ve been In 
y ears. Th e agriculture department 
said sales of ch icken broilers, for 
example, probably will be greater 
in th e first quarter of tills y ear th an 
ever before. Prices of th ese ch oice 
fowl were up 2 to 4 cents a pound 
in many ch ains as 
Lent began, 
h owever. 
Ch eese, eggs and both fresh and 
frozen fish also are plentiful. Sh ore 
dinner fanciers in th e north eastern 
states benefited by bumper supplies 
of mackerel, cod, sea bass, smelts 
and fluke because th e mild winter 


allawed almost continuous fish ing. 
Canned tuna and sardines also are 
In good supply , alth ough salmon and 
sh ad roe are below normal. 
Sh oppers sh ould find plenty of 
h ot cross buns available th is y ear, 
too. 
Many bakeries are extensive­ 
ly promoting th e traditional Lent­ 
en pastry wh ose production was lim­ 
ited during th e past few y ears by 
tire sh ortage and h igh prices of 
sugar and sh ortening. 
Wh ile meat prices climbed th is 
week, many vegetables were ch eap­ 
er. Th is was especially 
true 
of 
string beans, broccoli, onions and 
even fresh spinach 
Lettuce 
was 
sligh tly lower in many cities and 
froat-nipped outer leaves sh owed 
th e effect of th e freezes last month 
in growing areas.
